Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 101 and 1 12 rejection of claim 19 was discussed, the examiner 
suggested amending daim 19 so the preamble claims the computer executable instructions causing a computer to 
perfomn the claimed steps or provide very strong arguments why it is not needed, however, the fonmer is preferred. 
The remaining 101 and 112 rejections were discussed with possible amendments discussed that would overcome 
these rejections. The Collins reference was discussed by Mr. Golin as not teaching a guideline specifying an arbitrary 
path for the brush stroke and the steps of detemnining a first polygon, detemiing a first segment, and applying a first 
transfonnation found in claim 1 . The examiner will review the Collins reference when applicant files the amendment 
which will amend the claims to determine if the Collins reference teaches the amended claims. 
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
